Tanzania on Rwandan Refugees

[FBIS Translated Excerpt] The 61st regular meeting of 
OAU ministers began today in Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, 
and will last until 27 January. Rwanda is represented by 
a delegation led by the minister of foreign affairs and 
cooperation, Anastase Gasana. The delegation arrived in 
Addis Ababa yesterday. 


On arrival in Addis Ababa Minister Gasana held talks 
with his counterparts. Yesterday afternoon he met the 
Tanzanian minister of defense and the Tunisian foreign 
minister. In the evening he attended a meeting of min- 
isters and ambassadors from Central Africa held at the 
residence of the Gabonese ambassador to Ethiopia. 


The Tanzanian minister of defense, Abdulrahman 
Kinana, informed Minister Gasana that he had visited 
the refugee camps in Tanzania and had been informed 
by Rwandan refugees about their wish to return home. 
He said that Tanzania could provide troops to accom- 
pany them since they were threatened by the Intera- 
hamwe [pro-Hutu extremist militia]. Minister Kinana 
said he had informed the refugees that Tanzania could 
help them and warned the Interahamwe that he would 
issue orders that any militia training on Tanzanian soil 
should be shot. In this connection, Tanzania asked 
Rwanda to send a delegation similar to the one which 
visited Burundi, within the context of the refugee ques- 
tion, so that delegations from both sides could discuss 
the repatriation of the refugees. He also said that Tan- 
zania was ready to implement the resolutions reached at 
the Nairobi summit on the refugee issue in the region.

In his talks with the Tanzanian defense minister, Gasana 
praised Tanzania for its efforts to solve the Rwandan 
refugee question and assured Kinana of the Rwandan 
Government’s commitment to do everything possible to 
solve the question once and for all. [passage omitted]

(MENA)—Ambassador Muhammad Kamil ’Amr, a 
member of Egypt's delegation to the OAU foreign min- 
isters’ meeting, which opened in Addis Ababa yesterday, 
has stated that Egypt will set up a center for conflict 
management in Cairo to boost efforts to resolve and 
prevent conflicts in Africa. 


In exclusive remarks to a MENA correspondent in Addis 
Ababa, Ambassador ’Amr added that the purpose of the 
new center will be to train African military and civilian 
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cadres in the fields of preemptive diplomacy and peace- 
keeping in Africa. He pointed out that the new center 
will start operating within three months and will offer 
intensive training courses to military and civilian groups 
from African states in peacekeeping activities and oper- 
ations in the continent. 


Ambassador "Amr pointed out that the new center is 
different from similar centers for conflict resolution in 
the world in that it will group together both civilian and 
military trainees. 


Asked about the sources of financing the new Egyptian 
center, Ambassador ’Amr said that finance will come 
from Egypt initially, adding that Egypt hopes that later 
on the center will obtain technical aid from countries 
preceding Egypt in this domain as well as from the

displaced people and refugees who are now returning to 
their homes.

The 
council noted that the international community is run- 
ning from Africa and particularly from Somalia, but 
Africans, it said, have no way to run from their continent 
and they should continue with the efforts to bring about 
solution to the Somalia problem. 


Briefing newsmen today the OAU spokesman, Dr. 
Ibrahim Dagash, said the council decided that President 
Meles Zenawi with his Tunisian counterpart, current 
chairman of the organization, do their best for the 
peaceful resolution of the political crisis in Somalia. 


The council also decided that the OAU central organ of 
the mechanism for conflict prevention and management 
should look into the practical means before the United 
Nations withdraws from Somalia next month. The 
Council of Ministers appealed to the international com- 
munity to continue giving support to the people of 
Somalia. 


On Rwanda the council appreciated the role played by 
African troops there and worried about the insecurity in 
the refugee camps in Zaire and Tanzania. The 
spokesman said the council urged countries neigh- 
bouring Rwanda to make sure that no military action is 
perpetrated from their frontiers against that country. 
The council also asked the UN secretary-general and the 
Security Council to set up an international court on 
Rwanda as soon as possible for the trial of those who 
planned and executed the genocide in Rwanda. 


According to the Ethiopian News Agency, the council 
continues with a closed session today and tomorrow. 


Lockerbie Committe Formed

[FBIS Translated Text] The brother leader of the Libyan 
delegation to the 6lst session of the OAU Foreign 
Ministers Council stressed that the aim of the western 
powers behind raising the so-called Lockerbie issue was 
not to uncover the facts and circumstances which sur- 
round this issue. The aim was to realize a specific policy. 


In the speech he delivered to the OAU Council of 
Ministers during a debate on the crisis between the Great 
Jamahiriyah and the western powers, he said these states 
should have responded to the positive initiatives that 
were put forward by the OAU, the Non-Aligned Move- 
ment. and the Arab League. However, these states met 
these initiatives with rejection and escalation and with 
pressure on the Security Council against one of the OAU 
founding states—the Great Jamahiriyah. 


The leader of the Libyan Arab delegation reviewed the 
positive gestures of the Great Jamahriyah to find a 
peaceful solution to the so-called Lockerbie issue. He 
referred to the resolutions of the OAU, OIC, the Non- 
Aligned Movement, and the Arab League, which stand in 
support of the Great Jamahiriyah. He stressed that the 
Great Jamahiriyah was keen on cherishing bases of 
international legitimacy and international law. It has 
adhered to these bases and is most eager to apply 
international law and has always been one of the first to 
implement its provisions. 


He explained that the unjust measures imposed by the 
western powers on the Great Jamahiriyah via what is 
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called the Security Council had inflicted harm on the 
Libyan Arab people and this contradicts a firm interna- 
tional principle—namely, the right to development, 
which is one of the firm rights of man that must not be 
squandered in accordance with international charters. 


He said men, women, and children have daily been 
exposed to death as a result of these unjust measures. He 
noted that the continued application of these measures 
will have a direct negative effect on the people of the 
Great Jamahiriyah and its pioneering role toward its 
brother Africans. He added that the peace-loving peoples 
of the world and history will be witnesses to the results 
and ramifications of these unjust resolutions which were 
issued in the name of the so-called Security Council 
against the Great Jamahiriyah. He asked, would the 
civilized nations accept these blatant violations of the 
bases, the principles, and the norms of international law 
and would they one day accept being a victim of such 
unjust measures? 


He stressed there is a serious malfunction in intert.a- 
tional relations and ‘he inter-states relations and this will 
weaken the system of the UN organization as a instru- 
ment for upholding justice and peace among nations. It 
would be the beginning of serious international confu- 
sion. He explained that the logic of force and the double 
standard treatment are a new element. 


The leader of the Great Jamahiriyah in his speech called 
on African states to demand with a strong voice the 
lifting of the unjust measures against the Great Jamahir- 
iyah for the sake of safeguarding international peace and 
security and as an affirmation of the right of the peoples 
of the world to live in dignity and security. He said the 
Great Jamahiriyah still advocates a peaceful and just 
solution to the so-called Lockerbie issue within the 
framework of the UN Charter and in whatever guaran- 
tees the rights of all and safeguards the principle of 
international law and prevents the danger of escalation 
and confrontation.

Refugees Struggle With Guilt; Genocide Denied

[FBIS Translated Text] Anybody who speaks with the 
Rwandan refugees in the camps around Goma senses the 
feeling of despair among these people. Politically 
silenced, collectively and indiscriminately labelled as 
killers, afraid to return and afraid to stay. The lack of any 
responsible leaders acceptable to everyone seriously 
jeopardizes the future of this mass of people. 


It is now six months since Goma and the surrounding 
area was first occupied by hundreds of thousands of 
refugees and countless aid organizations, and already 
one group has profited from it: The unpaid or under- 
paid Zairian soldiers who relieve the Rwandans of their 
money and possessions. 


But the total lawlessness in this “host country”’ does not 
mean that a certain pecking order is not respected. While 
the regular Zairian soldier may get his hands on the 
occasional radio, the colonels drive around in the best 
cars. 


The Rwandans in Zaire have lost many of their posses- 
sions. But there is another loss which seems even more 
serious. The refugees feel they have lost their voice, that 
they are no longer being heard. 


The scale of the drama for which some of them are 
responsible is so immense that nobody seems to escape 
the guilt. But that is something which many of them are 
beginning to challenge. “It is just mathematically impos- 
sible for us all to be guilty, we outnumbered the Tutsis by 
10 to one. Even if they had all been killed there would 
still have been fewer victims than potential murderers, 
so therefore many of us have never killed anybody.” This 
is something you hear more than once. Proof from the 
absurd? 


Leaders 


The desire for self-justification is so great that many of 
them are tempted to deny the facts. The words are 
whispered to them by the Rwandan ministers in exile, 
who sometimes remain temporarily in the camps them- 
selves. 


“There was no genocide, it is more a question of inter- 
ethnic killings,” says former Minister of Public Works 
Hyacinte Nsengiyumva. He adds that he and his col- 
leagues still see themselves as the legitimate Rwandan 
government. 


It seems that the team is still quite politically active with 
permanent representatives in Goma, Bukavu, and 
Ngara. Then there are the many round trips to Kinshasa 
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and Nairobi. Not for security reasons, but for political 
reasons. But with whose resources? “The Rwandan com- 
munity in exile helps us,” says Nsengiyumva. 


The former Rwandan leaders seem to be the only 
spokesmen for the refugees. The vast majority of the 
camp’s residents continue to support them. This is 
difficult for an outsider to understand. Why don’t the 
innocent distance themselves from their leaders? Why 
are there no neutral spokesmen with no blood on their 
hands? 


Those who know Rwanda supply the answer: “It is not in 
Rwandan culture to stick your neck out, and especially 
after all that has happened. Anybody who dared emerge 
as an alternative leader and accuse the extremists would 
risk his life.” 


Fear 


Intellectuals in particular feel prisoners of the present 
situation. Here they are afraid to say much, but they do 
not dare return to Rwanda where they fear a kind of 
‘“‘Burundian scenario” and a quiet elimination of Hutu 
intellectuals. 


This fear does not at present seem to be founded on 
demonstrable facts. It is said that the sporadic disappear- 
ances in Rwanda have more to do with debts or material 
interests than anything else. But every reported disap- 
pearance sends a shock wave through their ranks and 
causes anyone with plans to leave to stay on this side of 
the border a little longer. 


But there are also intellectuals who are convinced of the 
need to return. Alphonse Ngamije, for example, is a man 
who is at present working for an international aid 
organization in Goma. Like most of Rwanda’s Hutus in 
Zaire, he is grappling with the past and is painfully 
searching for a future. He hopes to return soon and calls 
on others to do the same. 


“‘We must return. Here we live like beggars dependent on 
international aid. That cannot go on. Also, our departure 
is a way of distancing ourselves from the extremists in 
the camps here. It is terribly humiliating to hear that we 
are all murderers. Many of us risked our lives to save 
Tutsi family members or friends. But we are all stigma- 
tized, without exception,” says Ngamije. 


Serving Your Country 


The gruesomeness of the massacre of hundreds of thou- 
sands of innocent civilians often makes you forget that 
the original trigger was a military attack by the Rwandan 
Patriotic Front which jeopardized precisely those two 
things for which the Front claimed to be striving to 
achieve—namely, the return of Rwandan refugees from 
neighboring countries and the democratization of the 
political system which was then still in its infancy. 


It is precisely these two problems which Rwanda once 
again is facing now. Only one thing can free the situation

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now: a rapid and fair administration of justice. This is 
also what the majority of refugees are hoping for. Their 
hopes for a return to the Arusha accords in the form of a 
change in the government's composition will probably 
remain in vain. 


“Anybody who is waiting for negotiations will have to 
wait a long time because there aren’t going to be any,” is 
the response of Prime Minister Faustin Twagiramungu. 
But he adds that everybody who wants to help with 
rebuilding his country is welcome. “You don’t have to be 
a minister to serve your country, there are other admin- 
istrative posts which are at least as important if not more 
important,” Twagiramungu claims. 


The remark may confirm the rumor that talks are indeed 
being held with certain political leaders with a view to 
possibly offering them an ambassador's post. Whether or 
not this will be enough to make the government more 
representative in the eyes of the majority of Rwandan 
people is another matter.

New Bank Boss To Bring Order to Finances

[FBIS Translated Text] Kinshasa 20 Jan (AFP)—The 
new governor of the Rank of Zaire, Patrice Djam- 
bolekela, yesterday affirmed his intention to bring order 
into the country’s finances by restoring the bank’s effec- 
tive authority, and by bringing currency circulation 
under control. 


Mr. Djamboiekela has just been appointed governor of 
the Bank of Zaire to replace Mr. Ndiang Kabul, who was 
dismissed for “grave errors’ of management. Mr. Djam- 
bolekela disclosed at a news conference that the Bank of 
Zaire had already annulled all contracts and agreements 
with third parties for the printing of banknotes. 


He stated: “The Central Bank has now regained its full 
prerogative of placing orders for banknotes and printing 
them.” In September and October 1994, Kengo wa 
Dondo’s government denounced scandals involving the 
fraudulent importation of Bank of Zaire notes printed in 
double or triple series by “‘authorized agents” duly 
appointed by the Bank of Zaire. 


According to the official explanation, the agents, who 
were aided and abetted by high ranking officials, had the 
national currency printed in Brazil or Argentina, as the 
Zairian Mint no longer had the technical means to print 
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its banknotes. The banknotes were printed in double or 
triple series. One series “officially” went to the Central 
Bank, and the other series were fraudulently distributed 
on the paral.cl market. 


The media alleged at the time that Lebanese busi- 
nessmen were the main instigators of this currency 
trafficking. The Zairian Government requested the assis- 
tance of the international criminal police organization to 
obtain the full details of this international currency 
trafficking. 


On the national level, it was announced that an enquiry 
had begun, but no information has yet been released on 
developments.

[FBIS Translated Text] In its latest annual report, the 
Zairian Association for the Defense of Human Rights 
(AZADHO) speaks of 163 listed cases of summary 
executions committed by security forces and private 
vigilante groups in 1994. The association’s president 
believes that this document “presents the picture of a 
country, or rather a vast expanse of territory, where the 
inhabitants are permanently subjected to a harsh 
regime.” , 


In support of this accusation, AZADHO report 
denounces “the total impunity of the military who are 
responsible for more than 60 percent of the 163 listed 
cases of summary executions.” 


It also denounces the conditions under which people are 
held in Zairian prisons where “torture and whipping 
continue to be used as methods to resocialize offenders.” 


The association also attacks the legal system ‘which 
failed to act faced with many crimes and financial 
scandals denounced by the victims, human rights groups, 
and the press.” 


AZADHO cites 163 cases of summary executions, but 
only provides details on 152 of them. It nevertheless 
estimates that the real numbers must be many times this 
figure as it was only able to gather information in 
Kinshasa, Goma, Lubumbashi, Kisangani, and three 
rural areas. 


Responding to the report’s publication, the Kengo gov- 
ernment has instructed Justice Minister Gerard 
Kamanda wa Kamanda to hear the AZADHO commit- 
tee’s findings, Zairian Ambassador to Belgium Kimbulo 
Muyanzo wa Lackwa reported yesterday.

Museveni Hails Government’s Achievements

said the NRM [National Resistance Movement] govern- 
ment will continue to support the no-party democracy 
and ideological pluralism within unity. The only force 
that can overrule this stand, he said, are the people of 
Uganda through a referendum or through general elec- 
tions. 


Addressing the nation on both Radio Uganda and tele- 
vision on the eve of the ninth NRM-NRA [National 
Resistance Army] anniversary, President Museveni said 
that the NRM has registered tremendous success of its 
10-point program of action since coming to power in 
1986. He said that during the period the NRM has 
managed to create principled unity among the people of 
Uganda, who it found divided along tribe, religion and 
politica! lines. This harmony, he said, had manifested 
itself in the RC’s [Resistance Councils] that have com- 
prised of people from the old political parties as well as 
the youth who never belong to the old parties. The 
spectacular economic recovery registered is partly due to 
this harmony among the people in the villages. 


President Museveni told the nation that in the past nine 
years the NRM government has actualized democracy, 
which, he said, is evidenced in the Resistance Council 
elections from RC-One to RC-Five, carried out every 
three years, the NRC [National Resistance Council] 
elections, and the Constituent Assembly [CA] elections 
in March 1993, held on the basis of universal adult 
suffrage and secret ballot. 


The CA elections, he said, were only the fourth such 
elections in the history of Uganda, and the freest in the 
history of the country. The writing of a democratic 
constitution currently going on, he said, is a justification 
that democracy is being implemented. 


On security, President Museveni pointed out that the 
NRM has turned the era of destruction of both life and 
property to the era of hope and prosperity. He said that 
an estimated 800,000 persons died during the time of 
Amin and Obote-Two, adding that the mass burial sites 
of the martyred colleagues in Luwero [near Kampala] 
will remain eternal testimonies against the hegemony of 
swines who ruled over our society. [sentence as heard] 


President Museveni pointed out that unlike in the past 
armies [as heard] where wrong elements were promoted 
instead of being punished, NRA soldiers who committed 
crimes have been punished. Since 1986, 101 soldiers 
have been executed for n.. inly homicide, something 
never heard of in the history of Uganda armies. The 
declaration of the Army as an instrument of the people, 
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he said, has created a harmonious relationship between 
the Army and the people. The president, however, 
lamented that there are still some insecurity to life and 
property from the police and the judiciary. He said that 
the inconclusive investigations of cases by the police, the 
mysterious decisions of the courts, and delays of court 
decisions, especially in respect of investment decisions, 
are all threats of life of property and must be erased. 


On the economy, President Museveni reported that since 
1986, the economy of Uganda has expanded by two- 
thirds, with an average rate of growth of 5.6 percent since 
1987. The Uganda shilling is completely convertible and 
the forex flow into Uganda other than that from the 
donors, totalled to $906 million. The forex reserves have 
grown from $12 million in 1986 to $300 million in 1994. 
He reported that inflation has fallen from 240 percent in 
1986 to 7.1 percent in 1994, while tax collection as a 
portion of GDP has grown from 4 percent in 1986 to 10 
percent in 1994-95. He said that since 1991, 1,184 
enterprises have been licensed and in 1994 the rate of 
industrial growth was 30 percent. 


On agriculture, President Museveni said that although 
there is steady growth, agriculture continues to be 
plagued by delayed rains. He said drought is not a 
serious problem but backwardness [is] as plenty of water 
received during the year is not stored. He called for the 
use of micro (?earth) dams to store water as stand-by in 
cases of delayed rain. 


Mr. Museveni told the nation that the government has 
decided to open for private development elements of 
infrastructure like power generation and telephones 
which private interests may find profitable. This, he 
said, would enable the extension of the services in the 
respective areas without burdening the taxpayer or 
increasing external indebtedness. He pointed out that 
with the enabling atmosphere, many enterprises, both 
local and foreign, will be attracted and [the] presence of 
new enterprises will help in the fight against poverty at 
the individual levels through wages paid to employees by 
the enterprises, money paid for utilities, and taxes paid 
to the state by the enterprises. 


The Presidert, however, lamented at the lack of serviced 
land for industrial and building plots and uncompleted 
road network, especially roads to Arua, Hoima, Bibia, 
Fort Portal, Bundibugyo, Kitgum, Kisoro, Kidepo, and 
Rukungiri. He said government is trying its best to 
eliminate opposition to the construction of these impor- 
tant roads.

[FBIS Transcribed Text] The irony of ousied Northwest 
agriculture minister Rocky Malebane-Metsing’s rcturn 
to the provincial cabinet as “special adviser” to premier 
Popo Molefe is that the most important lesson Molefe’s 
new counsel could teach him has becn learned—the hard 
way. 


While the provincial government and the ANC alike 
have given only evasive explanations of what this par- 
ticular power struggle is all about—the flow of leaks, 
careless and calculated, from both sides in the Northwest 
dispute yield an insight into the top ranks of the ANC of 
much greater significance. 


Molefe is the first premier to find that his prerogative to 
hire and fire his ministers 1s subordinate to the powers of 
the ANC National Executive Committee (NEC)}— 
whatever the constitution says. 


He has found that not even President Nelson Mandela's 
unequivocal stance on :isues such as party loyalty or 
financial malpractice will take precedence over the 
imperatives of organisational unity in the run-up to local 
elections. 


He is the first senior figure in the former United Dem- 
ocratic Front [UDF] to be confronted publicly with the 
increasingly limited influence of his former allies within 
both the party leadership and gc vernment. 


And finally—even taking the views of his sympathisers 
with a mountain of salt—he has discovered the immense 
power of those behind Deputy President Thabo Mbeki, 
supremacist of the current leadership. 


Two comments made by Molefe when Malebane- 
Metsing’s return was announced to the media on 
Monday are telling. 


He attributed divisions within the Northwest ANC to 
the “tyrannical regime” of the former Bophuthatswana, 
under which “people never had the opportunity to 
participate in the national organisational structures of 
the ANC”. 


Two months ago, Molefe’s spokesman Mogomots: Mog- 
odiri said Malebane-Metsing’s supporters were aligned 
to the homeland’s former opposition party, the People’s 
Progressive Party. with “no experience of national liber- 
ation politics”. 


Little wonder that Molefe, who consulted Mandela 
before Malebane-Metsing was fired, is vexed to find the 
NEC has imposed his return to the provincial cabinet 
against the will of the premier. His call to the NEC to 
“define the parameters” of its involvement in provincial 
affairs indicates how isolated he must feel. 
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More telling, however, is ANC deputy secretary-general 
Cheryl Carolus’s defence of the NEC ruling. “It would be 
very unfair to pre-empt the conclusion of the investiga- 
tion” into an irregular loan of R15.5m [rands] by the 
Northwest parastaial Agribank—allegedly authorised by 
Malebane-Metsing—by further delaying his appoint- 
ment, she said this week. The same logic would justify 
the appointment of former Viakp'aas commander Col 
Eugene de Kock as a “special adviser” to Safety and 
Security Minister Sydney Mufamadi. The logic is 
absurd. 


But this is politics. Less than a month after Mandela's 
stinging attack on SA’s decaying moral fabric at the party 
conference, the President brokered a meeting in Cape 
Town at which Molefe’s leadership style was openly 
criticised and Malebane-Metsing returned to govern- 
merit. Maridela has contained dissent by accommodating 
a maf whose dismissal he allowed to go ahead just two 
months earlier. 


But the salient question remains: Who are Malebane- 
Metsing’s friends in the ANC’s national leadership? 
Winnie Mandela, who organised his safe transit into 
exile after the ill-fated Bophuthatswana coup attempt in 
1988; Joe Modise, whom he met there: and. by exten- 
sion, Mbeki who stated from the outset that “the NEC 
certainly did not approve of Popo’s decision (to fire 
Malebane-Metsing)”’. 


The corspicuous silence of Molefe’s historical UDF ally, 
ANC secretary-general Cyril Ramaphosa on this issue, 1s 
also relevant. Although Ramaphosa warned the Bloem- 
fontein conference on the threats to party discipline 
within provincial parties, he has made no public com- 
ment on the incident. If the time comes when Rama- 
phosa takes issue with Mbeki over party discipline. the 
stakes will have to be higher than the political career of 
Malebane-Metsing. The task of selling the NEC scitle- 
ment thus fell to Carolus—who has been much assisted 
by the largely uncritical media. 


Molefe’s abrupt and, in retrospect, misguided actions 
last November were no doubt inspired by a measure of 
paranoia over his declining influence at national level, 
which was in turn exacerbated by fears among former 
UDF allies that Ramaphosa might stand down from his 
ANC post. Sources close to Molefe, who are awed by the 
brilliance of Mbeki'’s accession to presidential heir 
apparent, admit as much. Naturally, the formal struc- 
tures of the ANC have no interest in opening such issues 
to public debate, hence she information void which 
envelops it. 


The saga speaks volumes about the evolving power 
relations within the party that cannot fail to determine 
the future shape of government. Ethical and constitu- 
tional niceties aside, the protection of Malebane-Metsing 
to promote party unity before October’s local elections is 
not necessarily at odds with the long-term interests of the 
country. As a prospective leader of Northwest in the 2/st 
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century, Malebane-Metsing no doubt takes the same 
view of the seemingly impregnable power base Mbeki is 
building.

{[FBIS Transcribed Text] What do Winnie Mandela, 
Peter Mokaba, Bantu Holomisa and Rocky Malebane- 
Metsing have in common? More than manv people may 
think. And very, very slowly, but surely, their commu- 
nity of interest is creating a coherent grouping within the 
ANC that could come to wield great influence once 
President Nelson Mandela steps down. 


The first common characteristic of the four is their 
reputation for extreme militancy and advocacy of radical 
redistribution policies which cannot seriously be imple- 
mented in today’s world. Each has used that style of 
politics to mobilise popular support and to build a 
significant support base. 


Their constituencies are based in marginalised commu- 
nities—in squatter camps, poverty-stricken rural areas, 
and/or among the urban unemployed and marginalised 
youth. These constituencies tend to be susceptible to 
radical, militant political leadership precisely because of 
their marginallsed status and their consequent tenuous 
stake in the status “uo (even the new status quo). 


This is not a wi .> political approach—those, for 
example, were the «or ctituencies on which the dema- 
gogues of central Lurme built their careers in the 1930s, 
and in the second nalf of the century, the populist 
Peronists in Argentina. 


The four have much more than this in common, though. 
Each has faced allegations which call into question, to 
give it its kindest gloss, their ability to administer 
efficiently large amounts of money. 


Winnie Mandela—not for the first time—Mokaba and 
Malebane-Metsing have each been in the news in this 
respect in the past week (though the charges have not 
been proven). And there is talk around Parliament ijat a 
report on an investigation into public administration in 
the Transkei homeland—clearly in a parlous state—will 
require many answers from Holomisa. 


Mandela, Mokaba and Malebane-Metsing have also 
faced charges beyond questions of financial manage- 
ment, charges ranging from kidnapping (on which Man- 
dela was convicted), to spying (in Mokaba’s case) and 
sexual harassment (in Malebane-Metsing’s). 


Mandela and Mokaba, at least, have a reputation for 
enjoying the good things in life—despite the conditions 
in their constituencies. Mandela’s tastes in clothing and 
household goods are legendary. Mokaba was one of the 
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first members of the Shell House community to park a 
BMW in the ANC headquarters basement. 


One political analyst argues that these characteristics 
together represent a coherent picture of populism (using 
the term in its academic rather than its derogatory 
sense). Populism, he argues, often manifests itself in part 
in a cult of personality which instills in the leader a sense 
of entitlement which, in turn, leads to a belief that one 
stands above society’s rules and norms. 


This group—and there are a few others in the ANC who 
represent a similar perspective—is continually deni- 
grated both by some ANC insiders and, more energeti- 
cally, by outsiders. But its members have all confounded 
predictions and bounced back from adversity into ever 
more senior positions of power. Significantly, Holomisa, 
Mokaba and Mandela came first, third and fifth respec- 
tively in the contest for positions on the ANC national 
executive committee at the organisation’s December 
conference. 


Mandela and Holomisa are both Deputy Ministers. 
Mokaba chairs a parliamentary standing committee. 
And Malebane-Metsing, after his sacking as Northwest 
agriculture minister, is now special adviser to his 
regional premier. 


In each case, it could be argued, President Mandela was 
wise to appoint the four to these posts on the basis that 
it is better to try to co-opt militants into the system 
rather than leave them outside, free to pursue unpredict- 
able activities. The positions require the incumbents to 
demonstrate a degree of responsibility but are not central 
to the running of the government. 


That would be fine if it ended there. However, the ANC 
populists have probably not yet fully achieved their 
ambitions, and they are in a powerful position to 
advance further. The reason for this lies in the close 
alliance they have developed with the President's likely 
successor, Thabo Mbeki. 


The reason for Mbeki’s acquisition of these unlikely 
bedfellows lies in the history of conflict between him and 
his competitor in the successor stakes, Cyril Ramaphosa. 


In the early 1990s, Ramaphosa had the support of much 
of the old United Democratic Front [UDF]. Mbeki, in 
contrast, spent much of the time after his return from 
exile dealing with foreign governments and selling the 
idea of an ANC government to the business community. 
As a result he lost touch with the grassroots and, apart 
from the support he retained among former exiled 
leaders, his star began to wane. 


His response was to develop alliances with leaders like 
those mentioned here who had a vocal and proven 
support base. Mandela and Mokaba, particularly, made 
natural allies because of their deep antipathy towards 
Ramaphosa. Ramaphosa had been at the forefront of 
exposing Winnie’s Mandela United Footbal! Club thugs 
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and, amung other things, he publicly humiliated Mokaba 
over his use of racist, anti-Afrikaner slogans. 


The situation now is that Mbeki “owes” the four for their 
contribution to his victory over Ramaphosa in the lead- 
ership battle, and they will doubtless be expecting a 
payoff—probably in terms of senior Cabinet posts—if, 
as seems likely, Mbeki becomes President in 1999 or 
sooner. 


The irony of all this is that, ideologically, Mbeki has 
nothing in common with populism and that he and 
Ramaphosa differ only marginally, if at all, on the 
critical policy questions of the day. 


Over the next several years, the real policy conflicts in 
the ANC are going to be between the populists and those 
who propagate what might be called social market poli- 
cies while recognising the constraints imposed by the 
need to create an internationally competitive economy. 


The SACP [South African Communist Party] today 
represents no more than a minor lobby group, or left 
wing “conscience” to the social marketeers. 


The social marketeers, or social democrats, include 
Mbeki and Ramaphosa. Although such policies are in the 
ascendancy at this stage within the ANC, the populists 
are better organised. The social marketeers remain 
divided because of the personal conflict between Mbeki 
and Ramaphosa and the historic differences, not at all 
based on policy questions between the old internal UDF 
leaders and the ANC exiles. 


The future cour_e of the ANC, and hence the policies a 
post-19°9 government will follow, could hinge a lot on 
these factions and individuals setting aside the artificial 
differences and creating a more unified grouping within 
the majority party able to ensure that their policy posi- 
tiors prevail in the difficult years ahead—and the debt to 
the populists can be expunged.

Ten areas, plus some farms, had been identified as 
possible land reform projects, and of these Doornkop 
had been included in the national pilot land reform 
programme. 


Big investors had shown interest in investing heavily in 
casinos and tourism infrastructure, such as airports, in 
the Eastern Transvaal. The debate on casinos and the 
number of licences the province would get was nearing 
its end, and he would rely heavily on the input of 
organised commerce and industry, local authorities and 
cultural and religious groups before making any final 
decision. 


He said agriculture in the region was undergoing a 
difficult time because of continuing drought, which had 
caused losses in the lowveld estimated at about R260 
million. However, because the Eastern Transvaal 
highveld was one of the few areas to get good rains, a 
maize crop was being expected. The national Depart- 
ment of Agriculture had been asked to provide drought 
relief for badly affected areas. 


On the local government elections due later in 1995, Mr 
Phosa urged all parties to act with restraint, keeping in 
mind the province’s dedication to reconciliation. He 
suggested creating a local government forum where the 
different parties could try to develop a common 
approach on the main issues. 


The constructive spirit Freedom Front leader Gen Con- 
stand Viljoen and his party had adopted in talks with his 
government had led to the establishment of joint 
working committees, on which National Party leader 
and provincial MEC [member of the Executive Council] 
for agriculture Lucas Nel was also serving. This showed 
a joint commitment to problem solving. 
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He announced the establishment of a standing com- 
mittee for reconstruction and development because of 
the pivotal role the programme was expected to play. 


The sensitive issue of provincial demarcation, con- 
cerning areas such as KwaNdebele, Groblersdal, Marble 
Hall and others, would very much rest on the “will of the 
people” as the national government could not simply 
impose decisions without consultation.

The forum said in a statement on Wednesday subjects 
affected included history, guidance, art, economic sci- 
ences, engineering, mathematics, physical education, 
agriculture, the natural sciences, geography and lan- 
guages. The changes could be adopted immediately. 


The nine provinces had been sent copies for distribution 
in their areas, but because of the large number of schools 
involved, some might not receive the new material 
before April. Additional material was being prepared for 
urgent distribution. The NETF said the alterations were 
temporary and text books were not being replaced due to 
the costs. The changes presaged a long-term total syl- 
labus revision, which would more accurately reflect a 
democratic society, an NETF spokesman said. 


The most significant changes were in respect of lan- 
guages. After the junior primary phase all pupils would 
have to study at least two official languages, that of the 
medium of instruction and another chosen by the school 
community. There was also a shift away from strict 
application of rules in favour of spontaneous and cre- 
ative use of language. Another important feature was the 
acceptance of language varieties, vocabulary, accent and 
speech patterns to apply particularly to the teaching of 
English. 


In the history syiabus, sections which previously 
favoured a detailed study of white settlers were reduced 
to allow for the inclusion of pre-colonial history, com- 
parative lifestyles of various societies such as the San, 
Khoikhoi, African farmers and slaves. The history of 
African nationalism, the apartheid era and resistance 
were new additions, as were the Constitution, the Bill of 
Rights and the Children’s and Women’s Charter.

The geography syllabus would now offer more choices 
representing the broader South African society, 
including aspects such as subsistence farming, health, the 
role of women and the informal sector, the former 
homelands, developments in the 1990’s and urbanisa- 
tion. 


A sub-committee which investigated religious studies 
recommended a single, multiple or interfaith approach. 
In the interim, any religion could be taught provided an 
approved syllabus was used. In mathematics there would 
be a shift from an authoritarian approach to one focused 
on societal needs and aspects such as the Reconstruction 
and Development Programme. Computer studies would 
place greater emphasis on vocational skills. As most 
schools had no access to computer training, it was 
recommended that these facilities be extended to be 
taught in the first two years of high school. 


Health studies would fall under physical education and 
follow a holistic, cross-curricular approach. Stereotyping 
on the basis of gender would be limited to ensure 
sensitivity to the religion and culture of communities.

[FBIS Transcribed Text] A single national advisory body 
on science and technology (S&T) will be set up at the 
request of Minister of Arts, Culture, Science and Tech- 
nology Dr Ben Ngubane. 


The National Science and Technology Forum (NSTF) 
will be formed out of a reconstituted Science and Tech- 
nology Initiative (STI), which is an informal grouping of 
scientists set up in 1993 under the co-chairmanship of 
Dr Brian Clark of the CSIR [Council for Scientific and 
Industrial Research] and COSATU’s [Congress of South 
African Trade Unions] Jayendra Naidoo. 


The STI has been sponsored by Canada’s International 
Development Research Centre. 


A remarkable characteristic of the criteria for member- 
ship of the NSTF is that they will effectively exclude 
political groupings. Prospective members will also be 
expected to meet at least three of the four criteria, which 
are: 


—Adequate inclusivity: Meaning all relevant national 
role-players in the field of S&T are eligible for mem- 
bership. 


—Effectiveness: Implying that members must be in the 
position to make expert and meaningful contribu- 
tions. 


—Material interest: Meaning members should have a 
real and defined interest in the functioning of the S&T 
system. 
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—Balance of influence: Implying that membership 
should not provide for any single/specific role-player 
or grouping to dominate proceedings. 

Categories of role-players provided for are practitioners 

and funders of S&T, developers of policy for S&T; 

representatives of science disciplines and S&T interest 

groupings; and beneficiaries of S&T, including users. 


The working group of the STI has been asked to do the 
preparatory work for the founding meeting of the NSTF, 
after which it will disband. It is now inviting all inter- 
ested parties to apply for membership of the NSTF— 
based on the agreed criteria. Applications must be 
submitted by February 10.

Botha’s U.S. Talks on Nuclear Program Viewed

Africa by Pik Botha, then minister of foreign affairs, has 
been documented again. 


When the South African nuclear program was at an 
advanced stage and the Americans were still secretly 
trying to stop its progress, Pik Botha succumbed to 
pressure by revealing details about South Africa’s atomic 
secrets, as well as information about the South-West 
Africa issue. The Americans agreed to honor a contract 
on the delivery of enriched uranium, through France, on 
the condition that S-uth Africa begins negotiations on 
the independence of South-West Africa and that it be 
prepared to open up its secret uranium enrichment 
process at Valindaba to American scientists. 


The revelation of these negotiations, especially those 
related to South-West Africa, were made by Stuart 
Murray in his book about Koeberg and have been 
confirmed by the former American negotiator, Chester 
Crocker. 


Shortly after the discussion between Pik Botha and 
Reagan, the negotiations on the independence of South- 
West Africa began in earnest, and the statement by 
Murray that American inspectors visited Valindaba 
weeks after the talks was not denied by Crocker or Pik 
Botha. The talks between Pik Botha and Reagan took 
place on 15 May 1981. 


These facts contradict Pik Botha’s denial of a trade-off. 


Experts say that the South African nuclear program was 
at an advanced stage. The construction of Koeberg was 
well under way, and American attempts to sabotage 
South African plans were unsuccessful. The shocking 
attitude by Pik Botha in his talks with Reagan does not 
really indicate erroneous judgment concerning the value 
of the concessions made, but it does call into question 
Pik Botha’s motives in both the South-West Africa issue 
and the nuclear program.

{FBIS Transcribed Text] Renewed urgings from Zim- 
babwe that South Africa [SA] participate in a peace- 
keeping force to Angola ignore one important fact: 
Angola has said a curt “no, thank you”. 


At a conference in Harare this week on peacekeeping in 
Africa, Zimbabwe Defence Minister Moven Mahachi 
said it was essential that South Africa, as a regional 
power, participate in the Angolan operatic”. 


It would send “the wrong signals” if it did not, he said. 


Late last year, the SA Cabinet agonised over whether or 
not it should commit the country’s fledgling national 
defence force in the interests of a neighbouring state. 


Finally, the Cabinet agreed that South Africa would 
indeed support the Angolan peace process but would not 
send combat troops. Instead, it offered logistical support 
and personnel from other fields of expertise, with which 
the SANDF [South African National Defense Force] is 
comparatively richly endowed. 


But at roughly the same time that this decision was being 
reached in Pretoria, Angolan President Jose Eduardo dos 
Santos was writing to United Nations Secretary General 
Butrus Butrus-Ghali rejecting any form of South African 
support for Unavem III, the third incarnation of the UN 
Angola Verification Mission. 


“I wish to inform you that the Angolan government 
would not find it acceptable, for reasons you also under- 
stand, to include contingents in Unavem III from coun- 
tries that have been involved, directly or indirectly, in 
the Angolan conflict,” wrote dos Santos. 


The letter is dated December 5 and it is curious that a South 
African Government delegation was in Luanda the fol- 
lowing day and was not informed of the Angolan attitude. 


Indeed, it was only several days later that the contents of the 
letter filtered through to the Department of Foreign Affairs. 


“It’s not as if the Cabinet decision was an easy one,” said 
one official who had been involved in the deliberations. 


The various Foreign Affairs officials who worked on the 
proposal to the Cabinet that South African peacekeeping in 
Angola was unavoidable, but should not include combat 
troops, also stressed throughout that the South African con- 
tribution should be co-ordinated with neighbouring states. 


Zimbabwe has offered 1,000 combat troops and Zambia 
has also indicated its readiness. 
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The South African view was that in the light of new- 
found regional co-operation, UN peacekeeping could 
also be co-ordinated at regional level. 


The Zimbabwe view is similar, as Mahachi duly indi- 
cated at the conference. 


He was equally keen that Botswana should participate 
and dismissed the Angolan rejection of the South 
African offer. It was the UN which should decide the 
who’s who of Unavem III, he said. 


Meanwhile, on February 8, the UN Security Council must 
decide whether to vote Unavem III into existence or 
whether to extend the present Unavem II, with its wishy- 
washy mandate and force of about 500 military and police 
observers in a country bigger than South Africa. 


The UN insists it will not send a peacekeeping force to 
Angola until there is a peace to keep. 


Many observers, including SA Foreign Affairs officials, 
are despondent, though, that this is a Catch-22 situation 
and Angola will not reach a peace unaided. 


Also, it is impossible at present to verify whether there is 
a peace or not as the only sources of information are the 
belligerents, both renowned for their war propaganda.

According to the LIBERIAN NEWS AGENCY, quoting 
a news agency correspondent in Buchanan, this recent 
incident has sparked off a fresh wave of migration to 
Buchanan. Four women, identified as Mesdames (Jacodi 
Dayad), (Gondomney Drowe), (Marconi Jacobs), and 
(Jocyline Llyod), who were allegedly shot and wounded 
by the gunmen at night. are now undergoing medical 
treatment at the (Godwin Hospital) in Buchanan. 
According to one of the victims, (Madame Jacondi 
Dayad), who was hurt in the right arm, the rebels entered 
Gwehn Town in District No. 2 and began indiscrimi- 
nately killing the residents and setting houses on fire. She 
said that night several surrounding villages and towns 
were also set on fire. 


Meanwhile, the citizens of Grand Bassa County have 
appealed to the West African peacekeeping force, ECO- 
MOG, to provide security for people trapped in District 
No. 2. 


Taylor Said Importing Arms from Cote d’Ivoire

[FBIS Translated Text] An almost routine scene was 
played out at Man Airport on 21 January: A Fokker 28 
aircraft from Burkina Faso landed with rebel leader 
Charles Taylor on board. He was carrying weapons as his 
“luggage.” 


Taylor is a very frequent visitor to our country. He is the 
cause of the Liberian tragedy that has led to the deaths of 
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more than 150,000 people. It is no secret that Charles 
Taylor has been making use of the Man Airport since 
December 1989, when the Liberian war started. Those 
members of the public who were at the airport on 21 
January witnessed a scene which is a source of great 
concern. Some political personalities were present that 
afternoon. They had gone to accompany National 
Assembly Speaker Charles Bauza Donwahi to chair a 
ceremony setting up a section of the Bedie National Club 
in Touba. The aircraft which had carried Mr. Donwahi 
that morning was still waiting for him. Around 1735 
another aircraft—a Fokker 28 travelling from Burkina 
Faso—landed. 


Several people, including the prefect of the Man region, 
approached the aircraft. Police who were at the scene 
immediately formed a row to prevent people from iden- 
tifying the passengers on board the aircraft. In spite of all 
this, the rebel, Charles Taylor, was spotted getting off the 
Fokker 28. He immediately got into one of the cars that 
were waiting for him. Meanwhile, weapons were swiftly 
loaded into two big trucks which usually carry food 
supplies to refugees. The trucks joined the convoy, which 
then drove off toward Danane with a police escort. 


On 26 and 28 November of last year, two 15-ton trucks 
carried the same kinds of “packages” to Liberia. Charles 
Taylor’s rebels are constantly being supplied with 
weapons, after which they attack border populations, 
making bloody incursions into their villages. The villages 
of Toulepleu and Danane, which were attacked last year, 
are clear examples of this.
